With respect’to-affairs in 
Corea the North China Daily Neuss says :— 
The necessity under which the French 
have found theinselves to adjourn the Co- 
reat expedition till the spring, isto be re- 
gretted both on their own account and on 
that of their opponents. ~The latter will be 
encouraged, by the belief that they had re- 
pulsed their assailants, to more determined 
opposition, which can only result in more 

* pignal defeat; and the former will probably 
_ be compelled to enter on a small war where 

“qnoral” pressure might have sufficed. We 

cannot but think it was unadvisably to en- 

ter on the expedition so late in the year, 

‘ith the knowledge that, unless its object 

were immediately attained, the fleet would 

have to retire before the approach of winter. 

The mistake was, we suspect, committed of 
underrating the degree of opposition likely 

to be encountered. Estimated by the 

means of resistence at the disposal of the 

Coreahs, this was, of course, inconsidera-

|. THE JAPANESE EMB .SSY 


TO RUSSIA. 

Tue passage through Hongkong, a few 
days since, ofa duly aceredited envoy 
from Japan to the Court of Russia seems 
to have excited bpt little. remark, either 
on the part of the press or of the Public. 
The accomplishment of that which’ ten 
years ago the,most sanguine believer 
in the future of Japan would have 
searcely ventured to predict at- this date, 
has, owing to the rapid march of events 
in the last’ deeade, not only taken 
place, but has not been’ considered as 
by any means an. unexpected or vory 
noteworthy circumstance. It must be 
remembered’ that this is the first mis- 
sireon of the kind started from Eastern Ag 
entirely on the motion of a native Gov- 
ernment, atid without the exercise of any 
undue pressure exerted by fureign: repre- 
sentatives present at its capital. As 
‘such, this mission is invested with par- 
ticular importance and significance, while 
it affords to the foreign’ minister at Pe- 
king important aid in any discusdion with 
the Chinese government 28 ‘to the policy 
and advisability of dispatching’ a similar 
mission to Europe on its own-behalf. 

“It seems to us that many people have. 
but imperfect ideas of the results which 
may be expected to follow the adoption 
of auch a step by China. The most com- 
mon view of the question is that the.mem- 
bers of mission would by their praises of 
our material civilization assist the intrd- 
duction of western arts and sciences into 
their own country. This, however, is iTa+ 
ther likely to be a secondary and indirect 
effect of the residence of a Chinese am- 
bassador at a western court.

solute. creation of.a powerful navy by the 
United States—the efforts now being now 
being made by Prussia to assume the po- 
sition of a maritime powcr—and the un- 
noticed but not less effective steps with | 
which Prussia is preparing to take part 
in any future struggle for maritime supre- i 
macy,’ it is scarcely sensible to assuwe 
that England will for ever-stand alone in 
her much ¢oveted position. 

One of the ‘signs of the times’ which. 
evidence both an acknowledgment of this 
fact, and a desiré te retive from the posi- 
tion of marine police to the world at, large, 
is the often expressed opinion that the 
ships of ‘other nations should perform a 
portion of those duties‘ which our own 
now almost exclusively fulfil. - This fee!- 
ing has been manifested in many parts of 
the world and of late especiatly by foreig- 
residenta in China and Japan. ‘Tlie fee!- 
ing probably. arises from the fact. that it is’ 
hard to be called upon to recognize the 
equality ‘of others and yet be expected 
to perform a duty which, if that equality 
exist, should be shared by those who 
claim. it. : In former times the perform: 
ance of this duty represented a tangible 
fact. Like the ‘‘cock- ofthe school” of 
our youthful days, we felt a sort of moral 
obligation tosee fair play amongst all, and 
especially to protect the weak,’ But now 
that others may fairly lay claim to a po- 
sition scarcely inferior to our own, it be- 
comes us to decide upon the policy we are 
hereafter to assume in these matters. We 
ourselves are no advocates for any . abdi: 
eation. of. the- position which we. have 
hitherto held, but facts are:entitled to 
greater attention than theories, = 

Yo residents in China, Japan, and Iong- 
kong this question is of special interest. 
Piracy abounds in these seas. ‘The preser- 
vation of peaceful relations ‘with China, 
and, as a sequence, the preservation, of the 
lives and property of foreign residentsat the 
open ports, is dependant on the presence of 
a naval force in this neighbourhood. 
These residents are of divers natiunalities, 
and it is deemed by many that their rés- 
pective governments should contribute in 
some way to their defence. But inas~ 
much as the greater number of the foreign 
population are Britishsandastheinterest to 
be protected are mainly those of British 
subjects,-is it wise of us to clamour..as 
many do fora division of responsibility 
as to the protection’ of all foreign interests 
centred around the British settlements in 
this part of the world? Much as the ne- 
glect of other powers adds to our duties, 
it adds also.to our influence,- But while 
cheerfully accepting those duties we can- 

not but view with surprise the indifference 
displayed. by the United States and the 
German powers to the interests ‘of their 
“countrymen in China. It may be com- 
plimentary to us to entrust. their safety 
and interests to our keeping, but. is none 
the less reprebensible, evidencing as it does 
an unwillingness to take a fair share’ ‘of 
the duties which devolve upon all civilized 
governments.

“chagrineé” at the action taken respecting 
the vessel in Hongkong. Moreover that 
the ship’s papers were in due form, that the 
proper authorities had certified to the fact 
of all regulations having been complied 
with, and that there was nothing to prevent 
the owners or charterers despatching the 
vessel. Mr Barnard, the following morning 
wrote to Dr Tavora begging that the vessel 
might be detained until time had been af- 
forded for laying thé information in proper 
form... No auswer was given, but the autho- 
rities late that day .went off to the vessel 
and eventually ordered 33 little children, 
to be released and sent on. shore—ages 
rangitig frova 8 to 12 years of age! While 
this was being done Mr Barnard at»Dr. 
Tayora’s suggestion drew up an informa- 
tion and affidavit, but on Mr Sharp. proceed- 
ing ‘to get then sworn he was informed by 
the authorities that ‘there was no need.” 
Mr Barnard then ‘awaited some further 
action on the part of the authorities. 

No notifeation reaching him by the next 
day, Mr Barnard ayain called upou nume- 
rous officials who in reply to his anxious 
enquiries said that “matters must be done 
in proper order and that the children men- 
tioned on the previous day would be brought 
on shore.” He then called up on the judge, 

_ Senhor de Pinto, who promised that Mr, 
Barnard and his’:clients should see. the 
children on the f ng day, and on My. 
Baruard’s again applying for an authoriza- 
tion to go on, board the ship for himéelf and 
his clients in order to see the relations of 
the latter, the judge replied that he could 
not sanction that, but that he would order 
any individuals named to be brought on 
ghore. Mr Barnard accordingly seat alet- 
ter.in French to the judge in which he 

‘japplied for twelve Chinese to be sent on 
shore to see their friends, who asserted 
jthat they (the coolies) had signed no con- 
‘tracts and had been-kiduapped. “The next 
morning Mx Barnard called upon the judge 
who took-him, Mr Sharpe, and the Chinese 
toa barracoon where the 33. children were 
coutined, but at first would not allow the 

- Chinese to speak a word to the children, 
He eventually consented to let the Chinese 

slook’ through them to sce if they could 

identify any of them and then stated that 
the children were about to be privately ex- 
amined and that no strangers could be 
present ; adding that if any were found to 
be kidnapped they would ‘be sent back to 
their respective, districts. 

Some of these children had been brought 
froin various places up the coast, more than 
one or two belunging to Swatow. 

After this the Judge, informed Mr Bar- 

_uard that’ he had no pewer to allow the 
Chinese to see their friends on board the 
Avon or to order the latter to be sent on

’ THE CHINESE AND THE 
ORDINANCES. 

The following memorandum appears 
Saturday’s Government Gazette :— 

I have -inqnired, according to my pro- 
mise, into the statement of certain Chinese 
residents in their Memorial of the 2nd in- 
staut, as to the inconvenience and possible 
extortion in Chinese ports to which the 
carriage of large painted Nos. on licensed 
vessel might give rise. The whole subject 
has,-at ny desire, been carefully considered 
by the Chinese authorities who are anxious 
to aid the legislation undertaken by this 
colony fur suppressing piracy—an_ object 
which the British’ and, Imperial Govern- 
ments have equally at heart 

Lhave much. pleasure therefore in now 
stating that I have just received informa- 
tion officially that the highest Chinese au- 
thorities in the neighbouring: provinces do 
not consider the objections of Memoria- 
lists to be well founded, but that, never- 
theless, as aproof of goodwill and of their an- 
xiety to promote the views of this Govern- 
went, circular o have been issued to 
all authorities at the Chinese coast harbors 
to prevent attempts at extortion, or moles- 
tation of vessels having Hongkong licenses. 

If any Chinese regulation requires a ves- 
sel to earry Nos, denoting registry in a Chi- 
nese port according to an old law, the're- 
newal of which is contemplated with a.view 
to assimilating the: laws of Hongkong and 
China in all that regards the coasting trade, 
there nevertheless need\pe no apprehension 
of embarrassment arising from the twosets 
of figures.. On the contrary a vessel carry! 
ing both will enjoy a double security. - 

1 iuke this opportunity of making: an ex- 
planation to those Memorialists who have 
quite recently expressed their hope that I 
would not enforce all restrictions of the 
ordinauce on the passenger and provision 
boats that make frequent visits to .Hong- 
kong, and which restrictions they state 
“have been regarded every by the local 
journals as likely to cause dispropor- 
tionate expense and inconvenience.” 

Tam not responsible for explanations or 
views by others of the intended action of 
this Government. Yet though such stric- 
tures may be either erroneous or incom- 
plete, Chinese residents must have been 
gratified by observing in the tendency of 
such"temarks to uphold, as far as possible, 
the freedom of their coasting trade from 
all but the most necessary restrictions, and 
so far they anticipate. the wishes of this 
Government. 

It will suffice, however, to state that 
there never was an intention to subject or- 
dinary passenger and provision junks to 
the inconvenience and expense of procur- 
ing the numerous passes, notices, and cléar- 
ances required of other vessels, 
= The “Special Permit” mentioned in 
Clause 16 of the Ordinance is intended to 
meet such cases,—and alicense of the firat or 
second class—at a lower rate—according to 
tonnage—will be granted to every boat of 
that description which finds moderate se- 
curity for good conduct and observance of 
the law. At the foot of such license it is 
intended to add 4 special permit dispensing 
until farther notice with the observance of 
some or all those restrictions, as the case 
may ‘be, which are only meant to apply 
when the vessels are Iess known, All such 
liceuses and special. perinits will of course 
be liable to forfeiture for misconduct, and 
violation of the law—Dbut, ‘otherwise, it will 
probably be found by experience that such 
vessels will practically suffer no greater in- 
convenience than at present. 

Whatever may be necessary to effect the 
Jeading object of the ordinance, in tracing 
the conduct and pursuits. of every vessel 
that visits the port, will be injleribly car- 
ried out, It is however not intended and
